A Baby's Valua Much Exaggerated 

The boyhood of General William 
Crawford Gorgas, the man who made 
Panama healthful enough to |>ermit 
General Goethals to build a canal 
across it, was spent in Richmond, Va., 
where his father was attached to the 
Confederate war office. In the story 
of General Gorgas’ life, published in 
a magazine, there is this vivid 
bit of narrative concerning his boyish 
experiences during the fall and evacua¬ 
tion of the Confederate captial:— 

By that time Gorgas was eleven 
years old, but experiences such as 
those through which he had lived 
have a maturing effect. His father as 
part of the army was ordered to leave 
with Davis and the rest of the cabinet. 
Summoning William, he solemnly in¬ 
formed him that the safety of his 
mother and sisters rested in his hands 
and gave precise instructions. All 
stores, especially military stores, were 
to be destroyed; the arsenal, which 
contained great accumulations of muni¬ 
tions, was to be fired; as the Gorgas 
house stood near the dangerous build¬ 
ing, it was evident that the family 
could not occupy it indefinitely with 
safety. When a certain building 
caught fire the boy was to lead hit 
mother and sisters to the house of hit 
uncle. The father enjoined him espe¬ 
cially not to forget the family cow. 

Soon a considerable part of the city, 
including the arsenal, was ablaze, and 
the sight of the exultant Federal 
troops coming over the bill added to 
the excitement. The Gorgas family 
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abandoned their home and started up 
Cary Street to their appointed refuge. 
William led the procession, with his 
invaluable cow on a halter; his four 
little sisters followed, clinging to the 
skirts of the mother, who held the 
baby in her arms. The town was full 
of disorder; a mob of blacks and 
whites, stimulated by liquor, were 
engaged in wholesale plunder, and the 
fire of a hundred buildings illuminated 
a scene of riot and horror. 

Suddenly there was a terrific explo¬ 
sion, and the air was full of bursting 
projectiles; the arsenal had caught fire. 
Every member of the Gorgas family 
except one bore the shock with cool¬ 
ness; the exception was the cow, 
which frantically cavorted right and 
left, pulling its youthful custodian in 
all directions. William, however, per¬ 
sistently held the rope. At the comer 
of Cary and Fifth Streets amid crack¬ 
ling flame and exploding shells a frag¬ 
ment of shell hit the excited animal, 
and, springing into the air, she hurled 
William head first against a cobble¬ 
stone. He was so dazed that when 
he regained his composure the cow had 
vanished. He keenly felt his disgrace 
and refused to lie comforted. He had 
not fulfilled his father's injunction. 

“ft's not so bad, Willie,” said his 
mother. “Just think, that shell might 
have hit jour baby brother instead of 
Ihe cow!” 

"I thought at the time," Gorgas 
said afterward, relating the incident, 
that women had a greatly exaggerat¬ 
ed idea of the value of babies.” 


Th« Country Fire Brigade 

A strong bond of sentiment always 
unites the veterans of any war. While 
they were in the service they may 
have bickered, but once the tension 
is over they are drawn together 
through the bare fact of having stood 
in the same trench and of having 
heard the same shells roar overhead. 

A similar attachment exists among 
country volunteer firemen and ex¬ 
plains the fraternal spirit that usually 
prevails among those who cooperate 
to protect their communities from 
flames. It is in the emergency of fire, 
exactly as in war, that unexpected 
displays of daring, of devotion to 
duty and self-forgetfulness often 
occur. Most of the real war heroes 
had not been in any way conspicuous 
in their previous civil life. Their 
names had not appeared in the news¬ 
paper headlines. So when the fire 
bell rings in the middle of a cold 
night, citizens who may not be over- 
frefoic irt their everyday pursuits or 
traits may suddenly reveal unsuspec¬ 
ted courage and resourcefulness that 
go far to redeem their familiar short¬ 
comings. That is why firemen who 
have been through common dangers 
respect one another. In the country 
the Volunteer firemen usually have a 
deeper feeling for one another than 
they have for other neighbors, and 
the country fire house is a real social 
centre. It is in such an emergency 
as a serious fire that the true charac¬ 
ter of a man reveals itself, and mem¬ 
bership in a country fire brigade is 
likely to depend more on what a man 
is than on what he represents in pro¬ 
perty or in family connections. Thus 
the fire house becomes a true fraternal 
lodge. 

This appears especially in later life 
when firemen, like war veterans, con¬ 
tinue to meet and renew the old asso¬ 
ciations. The struggling village may 
have become a lively town or a small 
city with a modern, professional fire¬ 
fighting force, so that the old boys 
of the volunteer days now have no¬ 
thing to do. Nevertheless, as the war 
veterans parade on Memorial Day, so 
some day every summer the volunteer 
firemen march in their red shirts and 
patent-leather helmets and drag after 
them old “Deluge No. 1” or “Nia¬ 
gara,” with every bit of her brass 
polished to mirror-like brightness, and 
with every wooden part resplendent 
in new paint and gleaming varnish; 
and when the old fellows shuck their 
coats and tail on to the brakes and 
the captain /yells, “Now, boys, shake 
her downl” and beats the time with 
his helmet, you get a thrill that even 
the modeern city fire department can¬ 
not give you.

Mr. Hodgson did not confine his 
activities among the deaf to the boun¬ 
daries of the school grounds. He was 
as much interested in their after-school 
life, and took a leading part in their 
social and fraternal organizations, both 
local and national. The deaf people 
loved and respected him and conferred 
on him various honorary connections 
with their societies. 

Mr. Hodgson was instrumental in 
founding the National Association of 
the Deaf, and was its guiding hand 
until it grew into a strong organized 
body with branches all over the United 
States. He also served as delegate to 
international conventions of the deaf 
held abroad, and was decorated with 
the Legion of Honor insignia by the 
French Government for his work in 
the education and aid of the deaf. 

Mr. Hodgson 
Manchester, England, but spent his 
lioyhood at Peterboro, Canada, and 
grew up under the tutelage of a fathei 
who was a stern and upright church- 
from whom he inherited a deep 
and lasting reverence for the precepts 
of religion. He was a faithful com- 
municant of St. Ann’s Church for the 
Deaf, and for many years was its 
■enior vestryman. Early he became 
associated as layman with the late 
Dr. Thomas Gallaudet, who founded 
the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes 
and aided greatly
